STATE. FEDERATION 
OF FARM BUREAUS 


The formation of a State Federa- 
tion of Farm Bureaus, which took 
place last week at the University of 
California, at Berkeley, marks a 
further step in the cooperation of the 
farmers of California. 

Thirty delegates from thirty coun- 
ties, representing some fifteen thou- 
sand members, met and organized 
for mutual help and education. 

San Bernardino county has at 
present about five hundred members. 
These have been associated together 
in the county for over two years, in 
fifteen Farm Bureau centers. Regu- 
lar monthly meetings are held in the 
various centers.. The president of 
each center is a director in the coun- 
ty board of Farm Bureau idrectors, 
and the president of the County 
Farm _Bureau is a member of the 
board of the State Federation. 

This unites the individual members 


in each county directly with all the/| 


farmers in the state who belong to 
the Farm Bureau centers, and many 
problems of state wide interests can 
far better be handled by the Federa- 
tion of Farm B us than by indi- 


viduals. as for example questions of} 


marekting, of rural education, includ- 
ing rural agricultural schools, which 
are a crying need, questions of 
drainage districts, of soil fertility, 
alkali control, and of legislation 
which is vital to the farmer. 
Another big problem of interest 
both to consumer and producer is 
ithe cost of production, which can be} 
handled intelligently only through 
cooperation of all the farmers. Many 
difficulties in the relationship  be- 
tween producer and consumer come 
chiefly from lack of understanding 
_ the State Federation will have 
|eost of production facts and other 
ilike information in shape for pub- 
licity. 
The state is divided into eight dis- 
tricts, one district being made up of 
the counties of Imperial, San Diego, 
ae Orange, Los Angeles, and

San Bernardino. 
The presidents of the Farm Bu- 
reaus of these counties meet at in- 
tervals to discuss informally the 
problems of the southern counties.

STUDENTS SAVE 
$75,000 A YEAR 


Organized Thrift Now Under 
Way in 269 California 





San Francisco's public and parochial) 
school students are Saving nearly 


$385 a day and are investing their 
savings in Thrift and War Savings 
Stamps. In 59 days they saved $22, 
699.88. These facts were brought out 
in a report filed by Philip J. Lawler. 
manager of the School Savings Depart. 
ment of the Bank of Italy with C. A 
Farnsworth, associate director of the 
War Loan Organization of the Twelfth 
Federal Reserve District. : 

For the first seven days of schwol 
this year’ a total of $2,673.88 was 
saved and invested in Thrift, War 
Savings and School Penny Stamps. 
The School Penny Stamps are put out 
by the Bank of Italy. 

There are about 95 schools in San 
Francisco with an attendance of ap 
proximately 80,000 students. This in- 
cludes day and evening high schools, 
day and evening grammar schools and 
kindergartens. The Thrift Campaign 
will be pushed throughout all of these 
schools for the remainder of the school 
year. 

The number of individual purchasers 
of stamps so far is 51,359, according to 
Mr. Lawler’s report. Six thousand 
one hundred and seventy students 
bought«stamps during the first seven 
school days of the present term, while 
45,189 invested in the securities for 
the preceding 52 school days during 
which the savings plan was in opera- 
tion last term, The number of individual 
purchasers of Thrift and War Savin 
Stamps was 19,380. The number of 
purchasers of the Penny Stamps was 
89,979. The Thrift and War Savings 
Stamps had a total value of $15,399.53 
while the Schoo] Penny Stamps had a 
sales value of $7,300.35. 

Within a short time the school sav- 
Ings plan will be in full operation in 
269 schools in Northern and Central 
California and results will be checked 
closely by Mr. Lawler for the Bank of 
(taly and the government, 

Speaking of the savings achieve- 
ments of San Francisco’s student to 
date, Robert E. Smith, director of the 
War Loan Organization in the Twelfth 
Federal Reserve District, said: “Thrift 
is the greatest thing a student can 
learn in school. School days are char- 
acter-forming days. The boy or girl 
who learns to save in school has al- 
ready mdstered one of the biggest se 
crets of success.”

THE TREND OF PRICES 





“Past history has proven quite con- | 


clusively that you can no more legis- 
late the cost of living up and down 
than you can stop the tide by building 
& sea well. The basic economic law 
of supply and demand always has and 
always will determine: prices, in spite 
of artificial restrictions which may 
seem to interfere temporarily. When 
flemand exceeds supply, prices are 
bound to rise. With three hungry men 
for a single loaf of bread, but one 
thing can happen. When supply ex- 
ceeds demand the reverse is true. 
Three loaves of bread to one man bring 
prices tumbling down. 

“The real cause for the present high 
level prices is apparent when you real- 
lze that the United States is exporting 
at present twice the foodstuffs that it 
exported a year ago, and three to four 
times the amount exported in normal 
years. We are feeding Europe, What's 
more, we must continue to feed 
Burope, until it gets back on its own 
feet again. Their crop of 1919 will help 
some, but we must wait until the har. 
vest of 1920. before they are wholly in- 
dependent of this country. * * * If the 
general public can be educated to an 
appreciation of the situation as it is, 
snd can be made to see that the well- 
being of every one of us depends upon 
every man producing as he never pro- 
duced before, supply can be increased 
to meet and exceed this unprecedented 
demand and we shall weather the 
storm with everybody ahead. * * ¢ 
Under the circumstances, it is more of 
& religious question than an economia 
one. Maximum production on the part 
of every individual must be made a 
moral issue. * * * Decreased demand 
means depression, and unemployment, 
and hard times for everybody. In- 
creased production will meet the situa. 
tion and solve the problem, but that 
can only be accomplished by every 
man putting his shoulder to the wheel, 
and producing as he never produced be- 
fore. * * * When the majority of peopte 
were made to feel that slavery was 
wrong, it was abolished. When the 
majority of people were made to feel 
that drinking was wrong and were 
ashamed to be seen going into a sa- 
loon, we got prohibition. In the same 
way, when people begin to look down 
on the man who is not a producer, or 
who curtails his production, we shall 
strike at the tap root of the cost of 
living problems. We must go on a 
‘producing crusade’.”—Roger W. Bab- 
son.
